Correspondent Victor Kendrick 
said today’s fighting was “prob- 
ably the toughest” Allied soldiers 
have faeed in 18 days of battle 
for Triangle Hill and nearby 
Sniper Ridge.

Both the Reds and the Allies 
reinforced their fighters this aft- 
ernoon, sending fresh troop 
scrambling up the steep, slippery 
slopes of the pyramid-shaped peak 
to join the battle.

Hundreds of wéary firefighters 
in all sections of Missouri re- 
sumed today their battle against 
what is thought to be the worst 
series of forest fires in the state’s 
history. Strong winds, low humid- 
ity and tinder-dry vegetation 
posed an ever growing threat of 
further destruction. 

Similar conditions prevailed 
over most of the eastern half of 
the nation as damage from brush | 
and timber fires mounted into the 
millions. Heavy smoke palls ob- 
scured the sun in a number of 
areas. Tennessee, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, Illinois and Indiana ap- 
peared the hardest hit. 

In Meramec Fire Protection 
District with headquarters at Sul- 
livan, Mo., all available man- 
power was thrown against racing 
flames in three major areas yes- 
terday and last night. With very 
little rest, the men were dis- 
patched today to two new fires, 
one northeast of Hillsboro, the 
other about 10 miles southeast 
of Sullivan. 

Fires Beginning to ‘Crown.’ 

District Ranger Lee Fine said 
the fires were beginning to 
“crown,” that is, to burn in the 
tops of trees instead of creeping 
along the ground. 

“This is something we have 
rarely had to contend with in this 
part of the United States and 
we simply aren’t prepared for 
it,” he said. 

An incendiary fire was burning 
briskly in Meramec State Park 
today after six others had been 
extinguished.

prisoners at bayonet point. 

Casey’s appeal for “a give and 
take” settlement of the Korean 
fighting, to be reached either for- 
mally or informally, added to the 
general mood of conciliation of 
the Korean problem evident at U. 
N. headquarters. 

An American spokesman said, 
however, that “the burden of 
proof” still is on the Russians to 
show they are ready to talk peace. 
He was commenting on the re- 
action of Britain and France to 
the Russian proposal for a new 
Korean peace commission.

“Sensible compromise hurts no 
one’s pride or honor,” Casey said. 
“The struggle in Korea is no 
different from any other conflict 
in this regard.”

ergy. Putzell said establishment 
of “a full-scale producing unit” 
is “perhaps five years away.”

Uses For Hydrocarbons. 
“Hydrocarbons (from _ petro- 
leum) are basic to the produc- 
tion of synthetic rubber. They are 
also essential to the volume. pro- 
duction of many kinds of plastics 
which today are being used to 
make multitudes of products for 
daily living, including pipes, 
building panels and tiles, furni- 
ture, toilet articles, and even boat 
hulls and auto bodies. 

“It is doubtful whether we have 
even scratched the surface in 
seeking out and developing use- 
ful products which have their 
basis in the -hydrocarbons we are 
now pumping from theg round at 
a record rate. 
“Another field that is develop- 
ing rapidly ,though presently a 
small consumer of hydrocarbons, 
is that of the guided missile. By 
its nature it requires a combusti- 
ble fuel for the energy which 
propels it. Modern types are for 
most part burning hydrocarbons 
in one form or another. 
“The guided missile is a sort of 
precursor to much larger inter- 
planetary missiles, whose devel- 
opment is still theoretical, as was 
atomic energy a few short years 
ago. 

Fuel for Flights te Moon. 
. “If we are to fly to the moon 
in 25 years, as some highly re- 
spected scientists now predict, it 
is going to take a lot of energy to 
get us there and back again when- 
ever we choose. From what we 
know of fuels suited to that task, 
they, too, in large measure, have 
their origins in the very hydro- 
carbons we burn in our automo- 
biles. 

“I'd be among the last to pro- 
pose that we abandon the auto- 
mobile or the diesel, or all engines 
that consume petroleum, so as to 
protect our reserve of fuel with 
which to fly to the moon, or with 
which to make synthetic fibers 
and rubber. 

“But it does seem urgent that 
we be working on alternative 
sources of energy to provide mo- 
tive power in the face of other 
unique uses for petroleum that 
are here or on the horizon. 

“For every reason, the develop- 
ment of nuclear fission as a means 
for providing power and heat de- 
serves our prompt and sustained 
attention and support.” 

Need for Electric Power. 

Putzell pointed out, that two 
highly important raw materials, 
with many uses, require for. pro- 
duction great volumes of electric 
power, which could be drawn from 
atomic energy. These are ele- 
mental phosphorus and chlorine- 
caustic soda. ’ 

He related that a recent study 
showed the value of plant and 
equipment now used by the Atom- 
ic Energy Commission for its 
work equals that of the entire au- 
tomobile industry, including 
trucks and parts manufacturing. 
He added: “Thus, atomic energy 
has grown to a point where it is

my hands. The Democrats have 
sold Christian civilization down 
the. sewer. My son is missing in 
Korea. There was no reason for 
that war.” 

‘“Seme voters actually resent the 
wrevailing prosperity, feeling “it 
is being bought with the casual- 
ties ‘in Korea,” as one Boston vet- 
eran put it. This sense of guilt is 
reinforced by a widespread belief 
that but for the Korean War we 
would be in an economic slump 
today. A surprising number of 
persons actually see the election 
as a. choice between hard times 
and war, with many declaring, 
“Pd-rather have hard times.” 

2—~Because of higher prices and 
taxes, a significant number of 
faliilies feel worse off than four 
yéers ago. Many wives and re- 
tired persons have had to go to 
work. to keep up with grocery 
bills In the Chicago suburb of 
Gler View, a retired policeman, 
always Democratic before, was 
shifting for Eisenhower because 
“inflation does terrible things to 
people on pensions.” He went on 
to tell of a retired police lieuten- 
ant who “took a job at a school 
crossing and caught cold. We 
buried him the other day.”

hundreds of families I inter- 
viewed, including all who said 
they were “findecided.” Nearly 
two-thirds of these families re- 
sponded. Their ballots show that 
while-economic fears have shifted 
some votes, in about as many 
cases the angers over Korea, the 
draft, inflation, corruption and 
“Communism in government” have 
proven stronger emotionally. 

I also sent ballots to a num- 

ber of persons with whom I talked 
right after the 1950 Congressional 
elections but did not visit during 
this campaign, Many had voted 
for Truman in 1948 and Repub- 
lican two years later. Nearly all 
sent back Eisenhower ballots. 
which is particularly significant 
in that it shows. how many people 
decided they wanted a change 
shortly after the Korean War and 
have held to that decision ever 
since. 
In contrast to the reports of 
some polls that an unusually high 
proportion of voters have been 
“undecided” during this election, 
I believe that the big swing. 
against the Democrats took place 
long before the campaign started. 
Gov, Stevenson has had some suc- 
cess in his uphill battle to win 
back these former Democratic 
supporters. But in nearly every 
precinct where Democratic voters 
have told me, “I’ve decided not 
to vote for Ike after all,” I have 
found other Truman voters who 
were shifting to Eisenhower. 

The net result, in short, has al- 
ways been some Democratic loss 
from 1948 in all out a few of the 
precincts I have sampled. 

Effects of Campaigning. 

The responses of the voters do 
indicate that Stevenson’s cam- 
paigning has been more effective 
than Eisenhower's, as I have re- 
ported previously. Perhaps I 
have misjudged the relative 
strengths of those breaking from 
the Democratic ranks and those 
whom Stevenson has won back. 
I also may be wrong in judging 
that Eisenhower has gained more 
votes than he has lost over “Mc- 
Carthyism.” 

Still, to sum it all up, both the 


economic and ethnic ‘ties holding | 


together the Democratic coalition 
seem to me appreciably weaker 
today than four years ago. Since 
the 1948 election was so close, 


this leads me to conclude that | 


Stevenson, at best, can win by 
an even slimmer margin than 
Truman’s, while an Eisenhower 
landslide is possible.

“I like these people.” And they, 
perhaps rather reluctantly, plain- 
ly decided they liked him, burst- 
ing into cheers and applauding in 
the most unexpected and almost 
unintentional manner as his car 
passed by.

There appears under the cartoon on this page 
a document far more important than any “top 


secret” policy statement or letter released or 


quoted in the presiderftial campaign. The docu- 
ment on this page would be appropriate for 
printing on any day of the year. Publication is 
particularly fitting on the occasion of the visit 
of the junior Senator from Wisconsin for a 
major Republican campaign address. 

This document is the now two-and-a-half year 
old Declaration of Conscience of seven Republi- 
can Senators. It was drawn up by Senator Mar- 
garet Chase Smith of Maine. The signers with 
her were Senators Ives of New York, Morse of 
Oregon, Thye of Minnesota, Tobey of New Hamp- 


- ghire, Aiken of Vermont and Hendrickson of 


New Jersey. Immediately after the Declaration 
of Conscience was presented in the Senate, it 
was warmly commended by Senator Smith of 
New Jersey. 

Thus eight Republican Senators, approximately 
one-sixth of the G.O.P.’s strength in the Senate, 


- indorsed the statement although no effort was 


made to obtain a long list of signers. ‘ 

What made Senator Smith’s Declaration of 
Conscience of June 1, 1950, so important? 

First of all its content, clearly expressed in 
the most direct of language. For the declaration 
said, among other things, that it was “high time 
that we all stopped being tools and victims of 
totalitarian techniques—techniques that, if con- 
tinued here unchecked, will surely end what we 
have come to chérish as the — way of 
life.” 

Second, its courage. Margaret Chase Smith 
and her associates in the Declaration of Con- 
science were on no spot. They did not need to 
get themselves off a hook as Vice Presidential 
Nominee Nixon had to try to do in his now cele- 
brated soap opera broadcast. They could have 
kept silent. But they refused to do so. They 
took their stand on the side of basic American 
principles—against “the four horsemen’ of cal- 
umny—fear, ignorance, bigotry and smear.” 

What has happened in the time since Senator 
Smith and her associates stood up and were 
counted in Congress? The situation has grown 
infinitely worse. It is now so grave that Judge 
Learned Hand addressed himself to it in talking 
to 600 education officials at a convocation of the 
Board of Regents of the University of the State 
of New York at Albany. 

Speaking from his experience as the long- 
time senior Federal Judge in the United States, 
this truly distinguished jurist said: 

Risk for risk, for myself I had rather take 
my chance that some traitors will escape de- 
tection than spread abroad a spirit of gen- 
eral suspicion and distrust, which accepts 
rumor and gossip in place of undismayed 
and unintimidated inquiry. 

I believe that that community ifs already in 
the process of dissolution where each man 
begins to eye his neighbor as a possible 
enemy, where nonconformity with the ac- 
cepted creed, political as well as religious, 
is a mark of disaffection; where denuncia- 
tion, without specification or backing, takes 
the place of evidence; where orthodoxy 
chokes freedom of dissent; where faith in 
the eventual supremacy of reason has be- 
come so timid that we dare not enter our 
convictions in the open lists to win or lose. 
These fears which irresponsible demagogues 

have set loose are a solvent that can, to quote 
Judge Hand again, “eat out the cement that 
binds the stones together.” They might in the 
end bring on a despotism as evil as any that we 


dread. 
Now is the time for a declaration of conscience 


—not for just a few stanch Senators but for the 
entire nation.

Democratic National Chairman Stephen Mitch- 
ell did not backtrack or flinch when he learned 
that a committee officer had been involved in 
one of the biggest “5 per center” deals yet to 
come to light.

This firm, Mr. Andrews says, had agreed by 
letter to pay a 5 per cent commission on sales 
to Westbrook and an associate. Westbrook con- 
ceded he and his partner were to split the com- 
mission. This would have made each of them 
2% per-centers. 

The arrangement was clearly improper for 
two reasons. The contract itself stated, as do 
other such contracts, that it could be voided if 
any fee were paid anybody for helping to obtain 
the contract. And even if this were not written 
public policy, it is plainly wrong for a man in a 
party organization to hire himself out for profit 
concerning government contracts. 

Just that kind of thing is what made the 
“mess” in Washington. The influence peddlers 
and shysters and hangers-on in politics were the 
worst attribute of the present Administration. 
And the Westbrook case again shows the handi- 
caps facing Gov. Stevenson as he campaigns to 
succeed that same Administration. 

Now the tungsten contract has been voided 
and Westbrook has been fired. Chairman Mitch- 
ell inherited him from former Chairman Frank 
McKinney. And to his credit Mr. Mitchell got 
rid of the man as soon as impropriety was dis- 
covered. 
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Where Nixon Stands 


The Democratic National Committee fired a 


popgun at Senator Nixon with its charge that 
members of his family own property which he 
did not disclose in his famous ‘“‘tell all” telecast. 
This was trivial stuff. 

Nevertheless it remains true that Nixon did 
not tell all when he pretended to. It remains 
true that he has adamantly refused to give as 
much information about his finances as the 
other three candidates have given. He, the chal- 
lenger, who started it all, who dared the Demo- 
cratic candidates to bare their incomes or stand 
convicted of having something to hide, still re- 


| fuses to document the incomplete and unverified 


personal account he gave in his telecast. 

As’ the days of the campaign run out, the 
bright young man who asks the people to place 
him in a position where he could succeed to the 
presidency takes on a more and more shabby 
look. 

When his curious “trust fund” was revealed 
he repeated over and over again that he had 
never once done a favor for any of the con- 
tributors. Now it is revealed that the trustee of 
the fund, Dana Smith, enlisted the Senator's aid 
in meeting a threatened lawsuit over a disputed 
gambling debt at a Havana night club: The serv- 
ice Nixon did Smith may have been no more 
than he would do for any other constituent. But 
the point is that he denied ever intervening with 
any federal agency for any contributor to his 
fund, Here, as in the matter of his finances, 
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a year-by-year breakdown of his income, as the 
other candidates have done? Why does. he .de- 


cline to specify the sources of his income? Why 
does he decline to tell what taxes he paid on his : 


income? 
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Bright Patch in a Dark Sky? ; 

Just a speck of a silver lining showed through 
the storm that Andrei Vishinsky blew up in the 
United Nations over the Korean truce issue. It 
might disappear on closer scrutiny, and it might 
take on a brighter shine. Mr. Vishinsky did not 
sae too much hope for the latter possibility, 
but it might be worth a try. 

Skipping all the Russian foreign minister's 
or. 
of anti-American vituperation—what is worth 
looking at is his resolution which would transfer 
the truce negotiations from Panmunjom to the 
U.N., and which would bring nations not in- 
volved in the fighting into the peace talks. 

Obviously, Mr. Vishinsky wants a seat at the 
table for the Russians. Since we hold them pri- 
marily responsible for the Korean situation and 
since informal appeals already have been di- 
rected to them, it might not be a bad idea to 
have them openly and officially in the negotia- 
tions, The Russians might do nothing but orate 
and stall, and stall and orate, but it would be 
some gain to have them on the open stage in- 
stead of pulling puppets’ strings behind the 
scenery. 

‘Then, it may or may not. be significant that 
the Vishinsky resolution said nothing about com- 
pulsory return of prisoners of war. It would be 
a big gain if the Russians were to make a new, 
open approach to this issue. Since Vishinsky in- 
dorsed the Polish resolution which took the regu- 
lar Communist stand for forcible repatriation, 
one cannot be very optimistic. Broader U.N. ne- 
gotiations might be snagged on the same hook 
that has snagged the Panmunjom proceedings. 
But can that old fish-hook hold forever? Must it 
not work loose sooner or later? Must not the 
leader snap? Or the rod? Must not something 
give way? 

Some Americans fear that Vishinsky only 
wants fo open up again all the issues on which 
agreement already -has been achieved at Pan- 
munjom. That is a risk to be considered. Secre- 
tary Acheson says that Mr. Vishinsky has said 
nothing new, that he has avoided the prisoner 
issue. But what does the avoidance signify? 

It seems to us that it might be worth finding 
out. At worst, we face the same old stalemate 
on a new stage. But even so, the Russians would 


‘be more clearly responsible for it than ever. It 


is not very pleasant to contemplate another 
round with the Communists. Statesmen are un- 
derstandably weary of the ordeal. But can we 
give the Russians the propaganda advantage of 
a flat refusal to talk? And must we not explore 
every possibility of settlement, no matter how 
slight its promise?

Gov. Stevenson at Menard 

Gov. Stevenson’s successful intervention in the 
Menard State Prison disorder bespeaks one of 
the qualities that have endeared him to the peo- 
ple of Illinois—his lively conscience, his strong 
sense of duty. 

There was little prospect of political profit in 
interrupting his gruelling campaign to fly back 
to Illinois, There was a distinct risk of political 
loss. It might,even have been argued that first 
things come first, and that in this particular 
week his responsibility as a presidential candi- 
date would justify leaving the Menard situa- 
tion to Lieut. Gov. Dixon and other state officials 
on the spot. 

Yet Gov. Stevenson chose to add one more 
onerous duty to the already exhausting ordeal of 
a candidate’s final campaign week.

The riots at Menard are another manifestation 
of the unrest that has broken out in prisons all 
over the country. In addition to the general 
causes common to all of the outbreaks, Menard 
no doubt generated some special causes peculiar 
to it. The immediate task was to restore order. 
The long-range task is to reform the prison sys- 
tem in Illinois so drastically that violence of this 
sort will not happen. ;

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A Republican Declaration of Conscience 


F rom an Address by Senator Margaret Chase Smith of Maine, June 1, 1950 


I would like to speak briefly and simply 
about a serious national condition. It is 
a national feeling of fear and frustration 
that could result in national suicide and 
the end of everything that we Americans 
hold dear. It is a condition that comes 
from the lack of effective leadership in 
either the legislative branch or the execu- 
tive branch of our Government. 


I speak as briefly as possible because 
too much harm has already been done 
with irresponsible words of bitterness and 
selfish political opportunism. 


I speak as a Republican. I speak as a 
woman. I speak as a United States Sen- 
ator. I speak as an American. 


The United States Senate has long en- 
joyed world-wide respect as the greatest 
deliberative body in the world. But re- 
cently that deliberative character has too 
often been debased to the level of a forum 
of hate and character assassination shel- 
tered by the shield of congressional im- 
munity. 

I think that it is high time for the 


United States Senate and its members to 
do some soul-searching on the manner in 


which we are using or abusing our indi- 


vidual powers and privileges, 


Assassins of Character 


I think that it is high time that we re- 
membered that we have sworn to uphold 
and defend the Constitution. I think that 
it is high time that we remembered that 
the Constitution, as amended, speaks not 
only of the freedom of speech but also of 
trial by jury instead of trial by accusation. 


Whether it be a criminal prosecution in 
court or a character prosecution in the 
Senate, there is little practical distinction 
when the life of a person has been ruined. 


Those of us who shout the loudest about 
Americanism in making character assassi- 
nations are all too frequently those who, 
by our own words and acts, ignore some 
of the basic principles of Americanism—., 


The right to criticize; 

The right to hold unpopular beliefs; 
The right to protest; 

The right of independent thought. 


The exercise of these rights should not 
cost one single American citizen his repu- 
tation or his right to a livelihood nor 
should he be in danger of losing his repu- 
tation or livelihood merely because he 
happens to know someone who holds un- 
popular beliefs. Who of us doesn't? Oth-

CAST CAN'T CAPTURE 
THE LITTLE FOKES 


Catch Fullness of Characters 
in Hellman Drama.

I'm afraid the Community 
Playhouse found Lillian Hell- 
man’s drama, “The Little Foxes,” 
a bit too much for it last night 
at the opening of a seven-night 
run at the Maryville College 
Theater. 

There was no noticeable un- 
certainty except in one role of 
the Negro maid, and the play 
progressed with fair smoothness. 
But neither were the characters 
expanded to their full contours 


in this tale of the conniving, 
backstabbing, greedy Hubbards 
of Alabama 20 years after the 
Civil War. The stage was un- 
derlighted, and so were the 
minds and the motivations of the 
people on it. 


It is not enough to merely get 
through the lines with journey- 
man Southern accents. It is not 
enough to present merely the 
form and the shells of the prin- 
cipals—they must be illuminated 
from inside. There is juicy 
characterization there, a bitter- 
ness, high tension and elemental 
fury in the machinations of the 
Hubbard clan against each other; 
it must be achieved as it was not 
last night, to show why the Hell- 
man drama was sa penetrating 
and arresting when it starred 
Tallulah Bankhead on the stage 
and Bette Davis in the film. 

Anita Charleville, as the tiger- 
ish Regina Giddens, managed the 
strongest projection on the stage, 
but even she could have in- 
creased her voltage considerably. 
Ralph Cook, who, along with 
Miss Charleville, did a good job 
in. “Come Back, Little Sheba,” 
last year, was quite miscast as 
cunning, pompous, hypocritical 
Ben; he still seemed to be paly- 
ing the honest, morally be fud- 
dled alcoholic of the other play.

Golschmann began his program 
with a first performance for S@

lachian Spring,” a ballet suite 
that conveys much in itself aside 
from its obvious references to 
the stage action. It was definitely 
an American pastoral, naive in 
feeling, active and piquant. Orig- 
inal thematic material was com- 
bined with quotations. The varia- 
tiops on a hymn tune used by the 
Shakers, an early American relig- 
ious sect, were beguilingly atmos- 
pheric and the orchestration— 
here as all through the piece— 
was effectively ingenious. The 
harmonic treatment was also con- 
sistently beautiful. Altogether it 
was pretty without being in the 
least banal. 

The orchestra played alertly 
and with a notable precision. 
Though’ an episodic work it was 
carried forward with a feeling of 
continuous action. 

Conductor Golschmann closed 
the program with Tschaikowsky’s 
Fifth Symphony, played with un- 
abashed dramatic emphasis. Ed- 
ward Murphy’s horn solo in the 
andante cantabile was as smooth 
and as discreet as ever.

It is reported that Dewey has 
told Eisenhower he would like to 
be Secretary of Defense in an 
Eisenhower cabinet—for a year 
or a year and a half. In that 
time he would clean up the mili- 
tary department, ruthlesly cut 
away waste and insist on real 
unification. Then it is said his 
ambition, also communicated to 
Eisenhower, is to be Secretary of 
State. 

This is, of course, if the Re- 
publieans carry this state. Dewey 
associates with Eisenhower boast 
of a G.O.P. majority of 1,100,000 
upstate which the Democrats can- 
not overcome in the city. But 
the Governor, having seen the 
chimera of victory twice fade into 
the mists, is running scared.

Million Ducks 


Seen in Survey: 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. 31 
(AP)—The largest concentration 
of canvas back ducks in [Illinois 
in years was reported yesterday 
in the Peoria Lake area. 

They were seen, an estimated 
105,000 of them, by Frank Bell- 
rose, Illinois Natural History Sur- 
vey biologist, during an aerial 
survey of the Illinois and Mis- 
sissippi River valleys. 

The largest previous count in 
recent years was 75,000 in 1949. 

With the canvas backs on Peo- 
ria Lake were 290,000 bluebills, 
another diving duck variety. Some 
15,300 bluebills were sighted on 
the river below Peoria, Bellrose 
said. 
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All told, the biologist saw a 
total of 1,050,000 ducks in his 
survey Wednesday. More than 
usual for this time of year, 790,- 
000, were along the Illinois river. 
About 255,000—less than normal 
—showed up along the Missis- 
sippi. 

Bellrose said that hunting was 
spotty, and on the whole just 
fair. Last Sunday and Monday 
were good days, he reported. 
While food conditions continued 
good, the water was low, expos- 
ing blinds. Calm weather kept 
the ducks concentrated in com- 
paratively few places, he said. 

In the Illinois valley, Bellrose 
observed 325,000 mallards, includ- 
ing 50,000 above Peoria and 275,- 
000 farther gown river. Most of 
them were“around Goose Pond 
near Putnam, Rice Lake and Big 
Lake near Banner, and Crane 
Lake and Ingram Lake at Sni- 
carte.

matters less than the ‘thing con- 
veyed. 

All of which suggests two sig- 
nificant points. First, it was un- 
fair to judge Dwight Eisenhower, 
as many people judged him, dur- 
ing the unbelievably difficult 
transition from his role as mili- 
tary leader to his new role as 
political leader. 

Second, candidate Eisenhower 
has proved to be a surprisingly 
complex, continuously and rapid- 
ly evolving personality; and the 
evolution has been singularly 
hopeful. If the maxim is correct 
that a man always grows in the 
White House, the further evolu- 
tion of President Eisenhower, if 
he is indeed elected, should be 
well worth watching.

- Making it possible for 
M-G-M executives to 
develop ulcers is Gene 
Kelly, and the picture 
he is making is “Invitation to the Dance.” Kelly 
doesn't know exactly when he dreamed up the idea 
for the film, but he says he’s been wanting to do 
a picture devoted solely to forms of dancing for 
a long time. 

Under ordinary circumstances, a‘ major studio 
would think four or five times before allowing 
someone to make a picture without dialogue, but 
in Kelly's case M-G-M only thought twice. Since 
the dancer’s last two musicals, “Anierican in 
Paris” and “Singin’ in the Rain,” did so well at 
the world’s box offices, they decided to trust him 
with his new, unproved idea. . 

x *« x 

“INVITATION TO THE DANCE” is made up of 
four unrelated sketches all based on some form 
of dancing. The four dances take shape in a sketch 
about a lovesick circus clown; in another called 
“Ring Around the Rosy” based on the traditional 
French love story; the third is a children’s ballet, 
and the fourth is danced to a potpourri of modern 
American songs. 

Kelly found his dancers in every capital ‘of 
Europe and brought over several from the United 
States, including Igor Youskevitch, Nora Kaye and 
Tommy Rawl. 3 

One of the interesting things about “Invitation to 
the Dance,” and probably the thing that has put 
many an M-G-M executive on graham crackers and 
milk, is that Kelly has no idea of what he’s going 
to do from one day to the next. The choreography 
is all in his own mind, and only after he has 
finished shooting for the day does he discuss the 
dancing for the next one. Somehow, in spite of 
revolutionary methods in making the picture, the 
dancer reports that so far the results have pleased 
the M-G-M powers. Kelly has two more sketches 
to go before he is finished. 

After the film is finished he will make “Briga- 
doon” in Scotland. 

eg, 

ENGLAND’S NO. 1 jazz fan is the Marquis of 
Donegall, who is president of the British Associa- 
tion of Jazz Clubs and who has one of the best 
collections of jazz records in Great Britain. Lord 
Donegall invited us over to his house to hear some 
of them. He lives just across the street from. 
Winston Churchill, who doesnt like jazz at all.

The Marquis has 5000 disks, including some that 
go back to 1917 that were made by the Original 
Dixieland Jazz Band. . 

Not only does Lord Donegall collect records, 
but he also collects musiciafis,‘and many nights 
the staid Hyde Park Gate neighborhood has been. 
subjected to a jam session emanating from the 
\Donegall household. 

British jazz received a great boost last year 
when the Queen, who was then Princess Elizabeth, 
and her sister Margaret came to the Royal Festival 
Hall to attend a jazz concert. Lord Donegall said 
that both princesses showed a more than casual 
interest in jazz, and Princess Margaret plays jaz 
on the piano very well. 

* * 


THE MARQUIS SAID that he was brought up 
on jazz and that his wife liked it as much as he 
did. As a matter of fact, both of them played the 
harmonica in accompaniment to their records. 

Lady Donegall came in the room and told us 
she hated Be-bop. “Give me Dixieland and New 
Orleans style;” she said. 

Lord Donegall said that among young jazz people 
he and “Uady Donegall are referred to as “moldy 
figs.” 

“What makes me mad,” said Lady Donegall, “is 
that Americans don’t think we've got. anybody over 
here who can play jazz. What I plan to do, if that 
awful man Petrillo will let me, is bring over to 
America some of our best musicians and let the 
Americans hear for themselves. That should make 
them change their minds about British jazz.” 

Lord Donegall told us he was writing a book 
about jazz. He said: “I want it to be a light book. 
I'll probably call it ‘Jazz I Like.’ I hate people 
who squabble over jazz. It was made for enjoyment 
and I enjoy all forms of it.” | 

“Except,” interjected Lady Donegall, “Be-bop. 
I just ean’t stand that awful Be-bop music.”

Some of my critical fellows in the East have been nasty 


about the Goetzs’s script softening Dreiser's sacial ecommen- 


taries on the times (by which one inferred that no girl of the 
working classes could have anything but a life of misery unless 
she skipped down the primrose path), and for not being harsh- 
enough on Carrie for her transgressions. I say that is nonsense. 

The factory conditions of the time are explicitly shown, 
although not dwelt on at length. Hurstwood’s experiences as 
a streetcar strikebreaker when he was down and out have-no 
real bearing on the story, and are omitted. Carrie Meeber is 
not quite the simpleton she was in the novel, and her naive 
conniving is not put in quite as bald a light. Carrie struggles 
a little harder before she follows the easy path, and therefore 
is a bit more sympathetic. Her great love affair with Hurst- 


wood is more tender, deeper. But essentially the conception is 
the same. 


She retains her strict lower-middle class morality at heart, 
‘in spite of her transgressions, Being a flashy salesman's mis- 
tress is to her not a way of life she enjoys, but a necessary step 
upward out of an economic slough. In spite of her inferior 
.mental status, she is stronger than Hurstwood. Where the 
weight of a disapproving society breaks Hurstwood, casts him 
down to the gutter and the ultimate open gas-jet, she is sturdy 
enough ‘to survive in her own elemental way, to fight her way 
up. The narrow iron moral structure of society which allows 
Hurstwood’s cold and vindictive wife, wrapped in the mantle 
of virtue, to send him to complete destruction for his one big 
slip, after having led the kindly, gentle soul a miserable 
domestic existence, is brought out in quietly bitter irony. 


I'd say that “Sister Carrie,” like Dreiser's “An American 
Tragedy” (made into “A Place in the Sun”), was considerably 
improved in screen form. Dreiser's notoriously clumsy dialogue 
has been made more pungent, Such a character as the sales- 
man, Drouet (nicely played by Eddie Albert), has been sharp- 
ened into three-dimensional proportions from Dreiser's pale 
sketch. So is Hurstwood’s wife (Miriam Hopkins). Hurstwood’s 
employers have been condensed into one (Basil Ruysdael), who 
expertly represents the pretentions of unbending outward re- 
spectability, even in the saloon Business. And Olivier’s sensi- 
tive and moving performance lifts Hurstwood from something 
-elose to a fool’'who gave all for love to a figure of desperate 
dignity and pity. : 

This is one of the year’s best films.

While Gabriel Pascal's production of “ANDROCLES AND 
THE LION” may not set Shaw spinning in his grave, I think 
it might cause the old boy io sit up and rip off a few rude 
remarks, The adaptation of the comedy: about Christian mar- 
tyrs being cast to the gladiators and lions in ancient Rome 
keeps almost all the Shavian dialogue, padding it considerably, 
even to a shot of the Vestal Virgins in their bath, no less. 
But the treatment is uneven. 


Although it is played as a travesty at beginning and end, 
half the time in the middle the characters are taking a much 
more solemn view of things than did Shaw in this “roaring” 
play. There is a tendency to suppress the fact Shaw was 
writing an impudent satire on Christian types as well as jibing 
at the common tendency of the powers that be to squelch the 
surge of new ideas. 


The giant Christian Ferrovius (played by the un-giantlike 
Robert Newton) was Shaw’s tongue-in-cheek portrayal of the 
Pauline Christian who finds Jesus’s teachings of good will 
extremely hard to swallow and finally reverts to a more com- 
fortable god, Mars. But you'd get little of that from Newton’s 
wild-eyed, grim performance, The brittle sparring between 
the high-spirited Christian captive Lavinia (Jean Simmons), 
and the Roman captain (Victor Mature), has been softened 
into purely romantic episodes, although the lovely Miss Sim- 
mons gives hints of a merry humor when she isn’t being 
repressed by direction. 


Maurice Evans is much more in the groove with a bright, 
blithe and playfully stylized job as Caesar. Alan Young is 
adequate as Androcles, the lion's pal. And the production still 
has the Shavian wit, though sometimes dulling its cutting edge. 


Old Story, New Locale :

“Arguments start at the drop of 
a hat,”:' Coulon said of the in- 
tensity of his students.

Some of the instances he cited 
may sound familiar to veteran 
political debaters in any circle. 

“One day,” he recalled, “one of 
the girls told about visiting the 
Ozarks in the '30s and how the 
people went arofind barefoot, ill 
clothed, and hungry. ‘Now,’ she 
said, ‘they’re driving new auto- 
mobiles and have washing ma- 
chines.’ This, of course, brought 
a storm of protest. from Republi- 
can class members who spoke of 
war money, rising taxes, and cor- 
ruption in government. 

“The Korean war as an issue 
was brought into discussions a 
great deal,” he continued. “Some 
of the Democratic students de- 
lighted in putting the Republicans 
on the spot by asking how they 
could. lower * taxes. and ‘keep up 
national defense.” 

While he believes the students 
probably reflect their parents’ at- 
titudes indirectly, he doubted that 
they quoted directly from their 
parents. Most of them seemed to 
do a- great deal of newspaper 
reading though they “got most of 
their ideas from television.” 

“The first Nixon speech caused 
a great deal of discussion,”, he 
recalled. “The general consensus 
of opinion seemed to be that 
Nixon was not guilty but that 
what he did could be morally 
wrong’ and that Senators should 
be paid higher salaries to guard 
against possible abuses.” 

Besides their own interpreta- 
tion of current events, the stu- 
dents in the Citizenship Educa- 
tion Project (which soon came to 
be known as C.E.P.) attended po- 
litical meetings and reported on 
them, took down on tape record- 
ers the proceedings of a Repub- 
lican rally and a. Young Demo- 
crats’ meeting, and played them 
back in class.

Facts About Pyorrhea 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


ANY people lose their teeth by neglecting pyorrhea. Most 
of these teeth could have been saved if the disease had 
been fully treated early. One cause for adult pyorrhea 
goes back to neglecting dental work on the child whose teeth 
don’t mesh properly. | 
Pyorrhea means a group of conditions that dentists call 
periodontal disease. Physicians once called it Riggs’s disease. 
The trouble is a pus-producing but sometimes painless irrita- 
tion of the membrane surrounding the tooth, holding the tooth 
in its sockets and serving asa cushion between tooth root and 
jawbone. This membrane, called the periodontal membrane, 
normally is firmly attached to the tooth on one side and the 
bony socket’on the other. It also holds the gum firmly against 
the teeth. 
In pyorrhea, it pulls loose to form spaces or pockets in 
which pus and blood collect. Eventually the teeth come loose. 


x «kk * 

A POOR BITE, where the teeth don’t come together at all 
or where they overlap, is an important, cause. This must some- 
how be corrected for fully curative treatment. 

A poor bite also results from missing teeth, and chewing 
food just on one side, giving the other side of the jaw insuffi- 
cient exercise. 

For tissue to remain healthy, it must be used. Muscles 
atrophy during prolonged bed rest. Similarly, the membrane 
normally tightly attached to the teeth becomes detached when 
those gums and teeth are not massaged by normal chewing. 

Important pyorrhea causes are irritation from improper 
tooth brushing, from food impaction (food getting wedged 
down between the teeth or between tooth and gum), rough 
tooth edges, improperly fitting crowns, bridges, clasps and 
partial dentures. Regular visits to a good dentist can prevent 
many of these things from continuing to cause pyorrhea. 

Often systemic disease contributes to pyorrhea’s starting 
er becoming worse. Such diseases range from chronic general 
infections through dietary deficiencies to diabetes. For this 
reason, effective treatment of pyorrhea must include a thor- 
ough examination.

TREATMENT OF THE TEETH and gums by your dentist 
won't cure pyorrhea unless general body disease such as 
diabetes is found and brought under control first. 

The early symptoms of pyorrhea include halitosis, swell- 
ing of the gums, the gums’ drawing back from the teeth, bleed- 
ing and painful gums. Just one or two of these should make 
you suspicious enough for a trip to your physician or dentist. 
Later symptoms include shifting or loosening of teeth. 

This disease can be successfully treated in the earlier 
stages by an expert dentist or periodontal specialist co-oper- 
ating with the physician. When the teeth begin coming loose, 
then often no treatment can save them. . 

Although pulling the teeth is the simplest and oldest treat- 
ment, dental experts are now interested in treatment designed 
to re-attach the membrane to the teeth after it has come un- 
stuck. This restores the natural conditions and saves the teeth.

What we do in a case of this 
sort is grab a stick shellac and go 
to work. We get the stick shellac 
from the local hardware or paint 
store and select one that most 
closely matches the color of the 
wood finish of the chair. 

We next heat the blade of a 
knife over a small flame and when 
it’s nice and warm but not hot, we 
melt some of the stick shellac off 
onto it. 

Before the shellac has had: a 
chance to cool off and harden we 
work it into the teeth marks in 
the wood. It’s best to bring the 


surface of the patch just a little | 


higher than the surrounding wood 
and to smooth it out as well as 
you can with the blade of the 
knife. 

When the shellac is good and 
hard, the surplus can be trimmed
